Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 



Claims 68-75, 1 16-120 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Makower 
et al-6, 090,063 (Makower). 

As to claims 68-75, 1 1 6-1 20, Makeower (F 1 8A-1 8B; C 1 3, L 34-61 ; C 1 4, L 31 -43) 
discloses a filament such as a suture wire of a metal (C 6, L 42 to C 7, L 32) shown as filament 
123 (F 18A-18B) stored in a detachable/removable spool (a suture wire holder) or cartridge (a 
housing) as disclosed in C 1 3, L 34-61 (not shown in F 1 8A-1 8B) to store a length of suture wire 
123, a guide pathway formed by input conduit 126 and output conduit 125 (a tube) attached to a 
rectangular plate (a suture guide support or guide tube support) to define two opposed lateral 
openings for a drive mechanism comprising belts 121, 1 22 to push suture wire 1 23 distally 
substantially as recited in the claims.
